Confined in U.S. prisons 

today are political prisoners who actively 

resisted this governments crimes against 

humanity.

During a March, 1998 trip to South 

Africa, Then U.S. president Clinton 

publicly admitted that the U.S. had been 

"complicit" in the support of the racist 

apartheid system during its bloodiest 

years.

In 1985-86, Raymond Luc Levasseur, 
Thomas Manning, Richard Williams, 
and Jaan Layman were tried and 
convicted for conspiracy and bombing 
unoccupied military and corporate 
facilities (there were no deaths/ 
injures). These United Freedom Front 
Actions were part of an effort to bring 
the public's attention to corporate and 
governmental criminal activity in 
South Africa and Central America. 
Sentences ranged from 45 to 53 years 
in prison. The four UFF prisoners have 
lengthy histories of political activism 
in various groups including Southern 
Students Organizing Committee, 
Students for a Democratic Society, 
Vietnam Veterans Against the War, 
SCAR, and AMANDLA. They are 
fathers and have worked in factories, 
agriculture, and construction. They 
have been transferred around the 
country from one infamous federal 
supermax prison to the next. 
Including but not limited to the 
Administrative Maximum (ADX) in 
Florence, CO, and the U.S. penetary in 
Leaveworth in KS. 

While the intellectual architects and 
butchers of South Africa's apartheid 
system go free, the UFF prisoners who 
resisted this crime against humanity 
are forgotten. While those who 
profited politically and economically 
from bloody wars against the people 
of Central America go about business 
as usual, the UFF prisoners remain 
caged. 



Convicted at a government- 
orchestrated political trial is not the 
same as being guilty of a crime. It's 
the position of the UFF prisoners that 
they exercised their responsibilities 
are outlined in the Nuremburg 
Principles which came into being 
following the defeat of Nazi Germany. 
These principles state that "crimes 
against humanity" - the subjugation, 
persecution, and murder of innocent 
people - requires citizens to take 
whatever actions necessary to prevent 
or stop these crimes. 



"Che Guevara said, "above all, always 
be capable of feeling deeply any 
injustice committed against anyone, 
anywhere in the world." This is the 
most beautiful quality of a 
revolutionary. I believe the mind 
knows only what lies near to the heart. 
Everyday when I get up, when I rise, I 
feel the violence in South Africa, 
Central America, and on the streets of 
this country. Everyday the violence 
being inflicted on these people is 
staggering. The victims are primarily 
peasants and workers. I am a factory 
worker, the prisoner, the veteran, the 
unemployed. The person living on the 
edge of someone else's dream. I want 
to do everything I can, however small 
a contribution that might be, to bring 
this suffering to an end."

Our government tried to silence 
resisters and refuses to recognize 
them as political prisoners, for to 
do so would be an admission of its 
own criminal acts. Only through the 
commitment and hard work of 
many people will political prisoners 
be able to complete the "long walk 
to freedom" as Nelson Mandela 
and others have. The first step is at 
the grassroots - educating people 
to the existence of these prisoners 
and why their imprisoned.
